The Rev. R. B. Layton then read the 
91st Psalm, followed by a prayer 
offered by Rey. T. H. Chapman. 

Bugler Braithwaite them sounded 
the “Last Post” and Nurse Osborne 
and Mrs Ritson each laid a wreath 
of poppies at the foot of the mem- 
orial, 

The two minutes’ silence ended 
with “Reveille’ on the bugle, and 
the raising of flag, followed by 
benediction, and the singing of a 
verse of “God Save the King..

EDMONTON, Nov. 13,—This week 
a very important announcement was 
made at Edmonton by Premier Aber- 
hart. It'is important because it in- 
dicates what is heing done ana 
planned by the Social Credit admin. 
istration to meet the finaneial situ- 
ation in which it fourfd the province 
when it took office. A plan to refund 
the whole of the province’s public 
debt so as to put it on a lower basis 
of interest payments and save a pos- 
sible $3,000,000 annually for the peo- 
ple, 
' The public debt of Alberta is now 
approximately #155,000,000 and the 
cabinet has come to the conelusion 
that this huge sum eannot be paid 
without a reduction in the interest 
charges being made. The proposal, 
which has been carefully thought 
out by the ministry under advjse- 
ment from Robert J. Magor, Mont- 
real actuary and engineer, will be 
presented to the Ottawa government

this month when Premier Aberhart 
and several of his cabinet colleagues 
go to the federal capital. 

It is. anticipated the cities of Ed- 
monton and Calgary will join in the 
proposal, and in that. case the prin- 
cipal sum will be increased to around 
$200,000,000, and the total interest 
saving will be around $4,000,000. A 
guarantee by the federal government 
of this sum will be sought. 

Another feature of the financial 
plan of the provincial government 
is a proposal to transfer the admin 
istration of the province’s income 
tax to the dominion in order to ei- 
iminate the present duplication and 
save the province about $60,000 a 
year in the cost of operating the 
department here. The federal yov- 
ernment’s service could be utilized 
in collecting this provincial tax. 

It is propsed to put the collection 
of the tax in the hands of the domin-

Escape Eraptiig Volcano 


Three Scientists Almost Trapped By 
Unexpected Eruptions 

While down in the crater of the 
highest active volcano in Europe and 
Asia the Kluchevskaya (16,124 feet) 
three scientists at Kluchi (Kamchat- 
ka) .barely escaped with their lives 
when the mountain began violent 
' eruption. 

After climbing to the edge of the 
crater—a journey much impeded by 
snowstorms—the three men ‘found it 
ejecting huge clouds of smoke, ash 
and small stones. 

When the explosions weakened, two 
of them descended on a rope into the 
crater. Amidst the sfmoke and gases 
they took photographs and notes. 

Suddenly the crater broke into 
violent activity again. Loud explo- 
sions thundered in the men’s ears and 
red-hot stones flew around them. Al- 
most suffocated they scrambled des- 
perately from the crater and were 
barely able to descend the mountain 
to safety. ' 


Canton Takes Action 


Would Bar Small Merchants From 
Importing Old Newspapers 

The practice of small merchants in 
China, who wrap purchases in old 
American newspapers, may be halted 
by a measure put before the Canton 
Government to curtail such importa- 
tions, the Department of Commerce 
reports. 

The extent of the practice is shown 
by the fact that the city of Canton 
alone imported over $1,000,000 worh 
of such old newspapers in 1934. 

Chinese paper manufacturers suc- 
ceeded last year in stopping the mer- 
chants from so wrapping fresh food- 
stuffs, the Commerce Department 
said, and it is now planned to pro- 
hibit the {mportation of old news- 
papers.

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Port Reopened To Navigation After 
A 400 Year Rest 

To the little tanker Talaralite, car- 
rier of gasoline line and oil between 
Canada and South America, has fal- 
len the honor of re-opening naviga- 
tion from the Caribbean Sea to the 
Magdalena river in Colombia after & 
lapse of four centuries. Talaralite 
Officers told the story when the 
tanker completed her latest routine 
trip to Saint John. 

For 400 years a silt bar had clog- 
ged the mouth of the mighty Mag- 
dalena, as important to northern 
South America as the Amazon is to 
the central part of that continent. 
Since the last previous ocean-going 
vessel sailed up the river in the 16th 
century the rich city of Barranquilla, 
near the northern coast, had been a 
river port. To reach a port outlet 
people of the Magdalena river valley 
were obliged to ship their coffee and 
other merchandise over 17 miles of 
railway from Barranquilla to Puerto 
Colombia. 


An ingenious engineering feat fin- 
ally solved the centuries-old problem 
and revived Barranquilla as an ocean 
port. Two parallel jetties, each a 
mile and a half long, were run into 
the ocean, confining the river mouth 
to a channel about 100 metres wide. 
The outgoing tide ripped away the 
bar, thus opening the inland water- 
way to ocean traffic. 

When the sombre-colored Talaralite 
slid from the Caribbean into the 
river’s mouth and on to Barranquilla 
the historie occasion, of supreme im- 
portance to Colombia, thrilled the 
country’s millions. For one thing it 
meant that petroleum refined at 
Berranca Bermeja, 350 miles in the 
interior, could be shipped directly to 
to the Pacific coast of South America 
via the Magdalena river. 

The Talaralite first arrived at 
Puerto Colombia, where she picked 
up prominent Colombian and oil com- 
pany officials. Contact was main- 
tained between the ship and La 
Presna, -~Barranquilla’s newspaper. 
Elaborate arrangements had been 
made for thousands to see the tanker 
pass through the channel which silt 
had obstructed for 400 years. A bor- 
rowed seaplane added zest to the 
scene, and a locomotive and pile- 
driver were stationed on the jetties 
to salute the ship. ‘Indescribable 
emotion prevailed,” said the Bar- 
ranquilla newspaper regarding reac- 
tions of the highly emotional Latin 
populace. 

As the tanker approached the jet- 
ties, the coursing tide could be felt. 
The atmosphere aboard became tense 
when the time arrived for Captain 
Sanchez Rey, veteran nautical expert 
familiar with the waters to take the 
wheel. Capt. D. F. MacDonald, mas- 
ter of the Talaralite, had studied con- 
ditions carefully before setting out 
from Puerto Colombia. With flags 
flying, the tanker sailed easily be- 
tween the parallel breakwaters, The 
locomotive blew shrill blasts with an 
enthusiastic accompaniment from the 
piledriver. 

All along the route upriver crowds 
congregated to cheer and marvel. The 
seaplane flew back and forth, excit- 
ing many who had never before seen 
an aircraft. The river boat Bar- 
ranca, similar to the old type Mis- 
sissippi steamships, welcomed the 
ocean vessel near Barrarquilla. This 
incident touched the Colombians 
deeply. 

Unlimited hospitality characteristic 
of the tropical people was extended 
to Captain MacDonald and his crew. 
With inhabitants of Barranquilla and 
upper stretches of the Magdalena 
river’ valley ready to develop the re- 
gained port, the little Talaralite re- 
ceived a tumultuous farewell on her 
departure for Canada. 


Select Base For Ocean Hops 


Nearly Two Milion Dollars Set Aside 
For Air Site 

A 900-acre property four miles 
from Sydney, N.S., has been select- 
ed as the site for a $1,750,000 North 
American terminus of the projected 
ocean air service, C. H. Clendining, 
chairman of the Irish Transatlantic 
Air Corporation, announced recently. 

Owned by the Nova Scotia govern- 
ment ,the property has been deeded 
to the corporation and will be de- 
veloped along the lines proposed for 
the eastern terminus at Londonderry, 
northern Ireland. 

Planning the 


“quickest practical 


route” for air transportation be- 
tween the Old Country and North 
America, the chairman said the 


terminus at Sydney would be leased 
to other corporations connecting the 
ocean service with Canadian and 
United States lines. The ‘planes, he 
said, would provide accommodation 
for 45 persons beside facilities for 
handling mail.; 2122

Place Men On Farms 


Alberta Government Planning To 
Care For Single Unemployed 
. Men 

A plan under which from 3,000 to 
4,000 single unemployed men would 
be placed ‘on farms this winter is be- 
ing considered by the Alberta gov- 
ernment, Premier A-berhart stated. 
The plan is an extension of the farm 
scheme operated during the past two 
years. While the unemployed men 
would be given $5 a month as form- 
erly, a similar sum would also be 
paid to the farmer. 

Another suggestion is that such 
unemployed placed on farms under 
this scheme would not- be required 
to work more than five hours a day. 

Paving the way for the $5 mini- 
mum cash payment monthly to rural 
families in need of relief, an order- 
in-council has been passed by the 
provincial government. As a result, 
municipal secretaries are being cir- 
cularized in order that the plan can 
be brought to the attention of rural 
authorities and the extent of the re- 
sponse gauged by the government. 

The plan was outlined recently by 
Premier Aberhart who said it was 
not to be regarded as providing’ a 
real ‘basic dividend.” While the 
minimum amount "was set at $5 
which would be provided by the gov- 
ernment, the municipality would be 
expected to match it with $2.50. As 
compensation for its contribution, the 
municipality could require the relief 
recipient to give some return in 
work. If the size of the family jus- 
tified more than the minimum, this 
would be provided, while as the sum 
increased, the municipality's share 
would be proportionately increased.

Nearly all the machinery has now 
been installed. One consequence is 
that the giant liner is now sitting 
considerably lower in the water than 
she was at the time of the launch.

The provision of the passenger ac- 
commodation is more advanced than 
may be at first apparent. The 25 
public rooms will be unusually large. 
The first-class dining room will hold 
900 passengers at one sitting, and 
will have a 80-foot high roof. The 
two large swimming pools will’ be 
resplendent in marble. The enclosed 
promenade deck, which measures ap- 
proximately 1,250 feet in length, has 
been fitted throughout with hundreds 
of shipside windows.

The 
higher grades of the two-row barleys 
and six-row barleys are used by ‘the 
malting trade while Trebi and the 
lower grades are used for ‘feéding 
purposes, 

The six-row grades, especially 
grade No. 3 Extra Canada Western 
six-row, are much in demand with 
the malting trade. The use to which 
the barley is put depends largely on 
the amount of nitrogen present, and 
there is a wide variation in the nitro- 
gen content of Canadian six-row 
barley. Barley high in nitrogen or 
protein content is used by the dis- 
tiller in the production of beverages 
with a high alcoholic content, in the 
production of malt extracts.

Yarn, Produces Garments 

Sixty-five fluffy Angora rabbits are 
made to produce the equivalent of 
260 soft rabbits’ wool sweaters for 
children @ year in an unusual home 
business operated.at Haywood, Calif., 
by Mrs. Netta Creque. tha 

Mrs. Creque raises the rabbits in a 
backyard pen, shears them herself 
for their wool, spins it into yarn and 
knits the garments. Each animal 
produces four ounces of wool every, 
three months enough to make one 
child’s sweater. 

Mrs. Creque shears ‘each rabbit | 
carefully with a pair of scissors and 
uses an old-fashioned spinning wheel 
to produce the. yarn from ,the clip- 
pings. 

Besides being soft, light and com- 
fortable, the rabbits’ wool garments 
wear well and do not shrink, Mrs. 
Creque claims. She has made both 
a hobby and a business of the “fac- 
tory”, and the rabbits themselves 
don’t seem to mind providing the 
wool.

tell is the exact degree of intoxica- 
tion, Chicago physicians agreed in 
commenting on @ police proposal to 
test the corpuscles of suspected tipsy 
drivers, 3 


It isn’t how many cocktails you 


have had, they said, but how much 


|

alcohol there is in your blood that 
determines whether you are intoxi- 
cated. You may be able to walk in 
a straight line while spelling Con- 
stantinople and still be tipsy. 

While the doctors approved the 
proposal from a medical standpoint, 
they expressed doubts as to its legal- 
ity. Even if a motorist was unable 
to keep his feet, they pointed out he 
might still stand on his constitutional 
rights and refuse to be tested. 


Dr. Clarence Muehlberger, coron- 
er's _toxiocologist, said: “If there’s 
1-65tt of alcohol to 20 drops 6f blood, 


that’s conclusive proof of intoxica- 
tion. The blood test should be com- 
bined with the present police tests.” 
Said Dr. Karl Meyer, head of the 
county hospital: “One drink and 
you’re drunk. You may not think 
so and ycu may not show it, but it 
isn’t safe for you to drive a car.”

Valuable Cargo Of High Grade 

Apples Shipped To Old Country 

Carrying what is believed to be the 
most valuable apple cargo to leave 
Nova Scotia insman'y years the Ger- 
man steamer Schurbek nosed out into 
the muddy waters of the Cornwalls 
river at Port Williams, N.S., recent- 
ly, with slightly over 31,100 barrels 
of apples in her holds, * High priced 
varieties made up the greater part of 
the cargo and of these-the number 
one grade accounted for a very high 
percentage, said to be more than 75 
per cent. This coupled with the high 
prices: prevailing on the English ap- 
ple markets and the premium on the 
pound sterling leads shipping men to 
predict that the net returns on this 
cargo will aggregate higher than the 
total-returns from any apple cargo 
sent forward for many years. 

Of the cargo in the holds of the 
Schurbek 23,000 barrels will be dis- 
charged at Liverpool and the re- 
mainder is to be discharged at New- 
castle. 


Birds Devour Hoppers 


Thousands Of Gulls Land And Clear 
The Fields 

In certain parts of southern Al- 
berta where grasshoppers were s0 
numerous this summer vast flocks of 
gulls were literally covering the 
fields, rounding up the hoppers, and 
when they had concluded their at- 
tack about 75 per cent. of the insects 
had been devoured. 

Reeve A. Schug of Rosenheim said 
that on a field of 60 acres a flock 
of gulls glided in from the south and 
practically covered the ground. He 
estimated about 50,000 on the entire 
field. A wave of grasshoppers could 
be seen travelling ahead of the birds 
trying to evade them as the gulls 
walked onward, but by the time the 
gulls had dined to their satisfaction 
some three-quarters of the hoppers 
were no more.

On account of so much of the 
grain being fr6zen, the poultry feed 
situation is a serious ond at this 
time. Farm flocks were brought to 
maturity and into production on last 
year’s crop. Owing to the present 
erep in central and northern Al- 
Dorta being badly frozen, the feed 
| value of wheat, oats, and barley is 

extremely poor and the fibre content 
so high that laying birds are losing 
weight, and as a consequence, drop- 
ping off production. Unless feed 
rations are changed to meet these 
conditions, there is likely to be an 
extensive drop in egg, production 
during the cold weather. The im- 
portant thing in maintaining A flock 
in high production in the cold winter 
months is to keep up the body 
weight. This eannot be done with 
frozen wheat, and barley and oats 
that are mostly hull, 

Poultry raisers during the depres- 
sion years got into the habit of using 

wheat, oats and barley because they 
were cheap, There was a time when 
corn constituted an important part 
of the poultry diet, ‘and this year 
farmers and poultrymen interested 
in maintaining a steady winter pro- 
duction are advised to supplement 
the farm grains with corn and high

Recipes 


Apples In Cranberry Juice 

Peel and quarter apples which 
will not break down in cooking 
(snow apples are excellent), pack 
in jars. To each pint jar allow 1 
cup cranberries, 1 cup water and ] 
cup sugar. Add water to cranber- 
ries and skins and cores of apples, 
cook slowly ten minutes, drain, add 
sugar and bring to a boil, pour over 
apples. Sterilize ten minutes in a 
hot water bath, or fifteen minutes in 
over at 275 degrees F, 

If apples are to be used aften we 
should have variety. in their prep- 
aration, some change from apples 
sauce and apple pie however tooth- 
some these may be. 

Apple Sauce 

A method for making apple sauce 
quickly: and satisfactorily is as fol- 
lows: Wash the apples; cut in 
eighths, add sufficient water lo pre- 
vent burning. Cook until tender in 
covered saucepan, press through a 
strainer, sweeten to taste. This 
method retains full food value and 
gives minimum waste. 

Baked Apples and Peaches 

Peel, core and slice six apples, 
Peel and slice six peaches. Arrange 
in alternate layers in a baking dish.

ELECTRIC SOIL HEATING 

Electrie soil heating for the prop- 
agation of seeds and promoting plant 
growth is making headway in Can- 
ada, Nearly 200 installations are 
now being used in the province of 
Ontario in greenhouses, and in hot- 
beds and cold frames, for propagat- 
ing the seeds of tomatoes, cabbage, 
cauliflower, egg plant, peppers, cu- 
cumbers, melons, certain flewers, 
rooting euttings of flowers, ever- 
greens, and sprouting sweet pota- 
toes. The results of electric soil 
heating are stated to be very satis- 
factory, In the Burlingten district 
the use of under-soil electric heat- 
ing hastens the development of 
plants fo set out in the field by about 
three weeks, and the growers report 
that freedom from worry when the 
weather changes 1s one of the dis- 
tinct advantages of the system. 
Plants have much greater root de- 
velopment, shorter and thicker stems 
and are generally more rugged. 
During the past season, plants when 
set out in the field had less wilt 


and made quick recovery from it.

good sized litters of thrifty pigs, and 
preferably from others with gooa 
dispositions and possessing good 
milking qualities. A cross, nervous, 
or irritable sow is undesirable, and 
as this trait may be hereditary it is 
advisable not to retain the pigs from 
such a sow, in the breeding herd. 
Bacon sows must show good 
length of side, good depth and plen- 
ty of constitution, combined with 
smoothness and a distinctly feminine 
appearance. Strength of constitution 
should not be sacrificed for length. 
The flank shanld be deep, the loin 
strong and the ham full but trim. 
A meaty back is very desirable in 
the young bacon sows as sows that 
lack fleshing qualities and aré “bare 
on top” are apt to produce hard 
feeding and late finishing pigs. The 
bone should indicate quality by be- 
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free from puffiness. A sow intend- 
ed for breeding purposes must stand 
straight and strong at the pasterns. 
The udder should be well develope 
and ‘have two rows of teats, at least 
six in each row. 

The swine herd will never be de- 
veloped to a high degree unless care 
is taken in the selection of the 
breeding stock and in mating the 
sows to a boar of high quality. The 
boar should not only be well brea 
and of the bacon type but should be 
a masculine, active individual with 
sufficient depth of body along with 
width of chest floor to ensure a 
strong constitution. Without tha: 
strength the best feeding results 
cannot be expected. 

The practice of mating immature 
gilts and then when they have 
weaned their first litter, fattening 
all of them for market, is not a good 
one to follow. It not only prevents 
the building up of a high quality 
herd of producing Sows, but also re- 
sults in a reduction of the vitality in 
a herd. 

The gilt selected for breeding pur- 
poses should not. be bred too young 
because the immature sow will not 
usually have sufficient strength anc 
vitality to withstand the heavy drain 
on her system resulting from her 
own growth and the production of 
strong, healthy litter. Experience at 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, Alberta, indicates that gilts 
should not be bred until they are at 
least eight months old and well de- 
veloped for their age.

SLAVERY IN ETHIOPIA

and children in the best market. 

Slavery, whatever form it takes, 
whether slave-owning, slave-trad- 
ing or slave raiding—is a crime 
against the human race. Total abol- 
ition of slavery in all its forms is 
a moral obligation on the part of 
the League of Nations.

Never in the history of the obintry have the actions and policies of an| of that time on old square-riggers, 


incoming government been subjected to such close scrutiny as will be the 
decisions and doings of the new Mackenzie King, Liberal regime, which 
was returned to power with such overwhelming support from all parts of the 
country on October 14. 


The reason for this assertion is not far to seek. Canada is apparently 
just emerging from a prolonged period cf agricultural and world-rooted eco- 
nomic depress‘on. During this period pocket books have been hard hit. Much 
misery has preva ‘led.as the standard of living for a very large percentage 
of the population ‘steadily declined, The cost of operation of all govern- 
ments, federal, provincial and municipal have necessarily mounted to meet 
the demands for assistance from all classes of citizens, bringing in its train 
increased taxation at a time when people could ill afford it. Some of the 
expenditure has beeh met as it was incurred. Much of it has been pushed 
ahead for future liqu'dation. 


As a result, all governmental units are faced with the difficult problem 
of operating economically so as not to bear down harder than’necessary on 
individual resources and at the same time maintain a growing list of pub- 
lic services which the people have become accustomed to expect, and these 
conditions the governments are expected to cope with while an accumulation 
of indebtedness is being paid off. It looks like a herculean task. 

The fact that such a large proportion of the population has felt in vary- 
ing degrees the intensity of the six depression years has in itself stimu- 
lated a much greater interest in the affairs of the country, the province 
and the municipality than the people evinced in years of comparative plenty. 

In good times the citizens are prone to take but a cursory interest in 
their own public affairs and usually only just around election time, but 
when times are hard and unfortunate conditions strike right into the home, 
people bestir themselves and become vociferous. And that is exactly what 
happened on October 14 and for many months prior to that date. 

And now that the people have spoken their mind quite definitely it is 
safe to assume ‘that, for a time dt least, they will follow up their decision, 
by continuing to take a keen and watchful interest in what their representa- 
tives at Ottawa do. The interest so recently stimulated is not likely to be 
immediately extinguished now that the die is cast, and one of the reasons 
for this is the fact that even ifthe so-called prosperity corner has been 
turned, there is still a long climb ahead before the peak is reached. 

For some time to come the upward struggle will be difficult. The road 
will be rocky in places and thorned bushes line the path. The inevitable 
temporary setbacks will be experienced and doubtless there will be some 
who will become impatient. : 

Whatever measures the new federal government may have in mind to. 
smooth the highway and make the journey easier must await the necessary 
preliminary discussions and. decisions and subsequent announcements and 
they must be put into dai before a final verdict as to their effective- 
hess can be pronouneed. 

It must be borne in mind that it took several ‘years + after the big ava- 


“lanche of ‘the fall of 1929 before the floor of the depression valley was 


reached. It is only reasonable to suppose that it will take as long, perhaps 
longer, to reach the summit as it required to touch bottom. Past experience 
has taught this lesson for those whose memories are long enough. 

Canada, however, has come through this trying per’od in better condi- 
She has preserved her demo- 
cratic institutions. The fortitude and courage of her people have proved a 
bulwark during the difficult period. Her financial-ntegrity and credit have 
been preserved unimpaired. Her people have not starved nor frozen. Ma- 
terially, she has not sustained such severe shocks as have been the lot of 
citizens of many of the other countries of the world. 

With these assets to sustain the people in their progress towards re- 
covery, plus such assistance as a stable government is able to give within 
its limitations, Canadians have every reason to look forward with hope to- 
wards the future. 

And stable government, too, will be able to play an important role in 
the forward move to better things and improved conditions. It is true 
there are many who are disappointed that the political party of their choice 
was not successful at the polls on October 14, but even they will join the 
majority in expressing approval that the winning party was returned to 


’ office in sufficient strength to ensure a government that will be unhampered 
’ by the necessity of temporizing at a time when stability and a straight- 


forward caurse is éSsential if a maximum of progress is to be enjoyed. 
Even so, all eyes will be turned on Ottawa during the next few months.

Installed The Longest Escalators In

After five’ years burrowing and 
boring and propping, encasing, and 
otherwise safeguarding numerous 
overhead public services, the London 
Transport Board, as successors to the 
tube authorities, were able to open 
recently the new Leicester-Square 
Station. In many ways the achieve- 
ment is an engineering marvel. Many 
difficulties had to be encountered’ 
which were unexpected. The work 
was carried on in a confined area un- 
derneath the busy traffic junction of 
Cranbourn-street and Charing Cross- 
road. Through one moderate-sized 
|} hole in the roadway. thousands of 
tons of materials had to pass. The 
contractors used a million bricks, 
7,000 tons of cement, and 1,350 tons 
of steel, and they excavated 34,000 
cubic yards of clay. A circular book- 
ing-hall with shops and showcases 
like those at .Piccadilly, all artistic- 
ally treated and with soft diffused 
lights, is a handsome feature of the 
building. There are five stairway en- 
trances from the street, and three of 
the escalators are 161 feet long—the 
longest in the world—and capable of 
a speed of 180 feet per minute.

es Flys Veder Own Power 


Drifts Two Miles Into Wind Before 
Opening His ’Chute 

A parachute jumper of New Jersey 
is the latest man to fly under his 
own. power,. With curious bat-like 
wings attached to his arms, he 
stepped out of an aeroplane at 8,000 
feet, rode into the wind like a bird, 
and drifted two miles before he open- 
ed his parachute at 3,000 feet. The 
daring parachutist reported that he 
had been able to execute a “barrel 
roll” and one or two other flying 
tricks at the beginning of his drop. 
He has a strip of canvas, about three 
feet square, sewn between the legs of 
his jumpers. This, he says, enables 
him to change direction and execute 
stunts by kicking his legs and holding 
them at varying angles. After his 
parachute opened he landed unhurt 
in a tree. .The theory that a man 
will be able to fly without the aid of 
a parachute is just a lot of hooey,” 
he said. He added that as far as he 
knew his experiment had no practical 
value. It was just a good stunt. Pre- 
viously, in February of this year, Mr. 
Clem Sohn, a 22-year-old parachute 
jumper, was reported to have flown 
under his own power at Daytona 
Beach, after dropping from an aero- 
plane at a height of 12,000 feet. 
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. Veteran Makes Discovery 


Produces A Disintegrating Surgical 
Plaster Which Immediately Is 
Accepted 
Product of a Toronto returned sol- 
dier and a dentist, a disintegrating 
surgical plaster, which overcomes the 
necessity of cutting or sawing plas- 
ter casts for remoyal, and is said to 
be the first of its kind in the world, 
was shown at Toronto at the conven- 
tion of the Ontario Hospital Associa- 

tion. 

Patents for the manufacture of the 
plasters have been applied for in 15 
countries. It was discovered a few 
months ago by John Audley-Charles, 
returned soldier and practical chem- 
ist, and Dr. J. S. Lapp, dentist. 

They applied it to surgical band- 
ages for plaster casts, with success, 
and have since introduced it in lead- 
ing Toronto hospitals, The old plas- 
ter is removed by cutting or sawing, 
with discomfort to the patient some- 
times. The new plaster is removed 
by immersion in or sponging with 
water. 


Grain Export Heavy

“The actors do not, among so 
many, distractions, have much oppor- 
tunity to show whether they can act 
or speak Shakespeare. But Mr. 
James Cagney’s Bottom certainly had 
interesting possibilities and in gen- 
eral the scenes of the rustic actors 
were much the best in the film, 
though even here there was too much 
action. 

“Puck, alas! is an enfant terrible 
from the American comic film, and 
might do well enough there.”

Sun. 

Popular tiaditions offset a warm 
summer wth a cold winter to follow. 
Sometimes it happens that way, it is 
true, but if the mean temperature 
of the year is below the average both 
summer and Winter usually Are cold 
—and that, too, has exceptions. 

Where there are no air movements 
and neither cloud nor dust to inter- 
cept the sun’s rays the temperature 
of the air would-vary with the num- 
ber of daylight hours and tHe altitude 
of the sun above ‘the hor!zon.. Our 
Winters would be cold for two causes 
—namely, the lack of sunshine and 
‘the Iow altitude of the sun, whose 
rays lose much of their effect as 
they fall aslant upon the earth. 

But other factors are to be con- 
sidered. The air is ever in motion 
and cold waves from arctic regions 
seep southward into temperate re- 
gions. When more than the average 

° i number visit us winter temperature 
A may fall below the average. Cold 
waves are of short duration, however, 
and a cold winter from that cause is 
rarely much below the average. 

A cold year is, another matter. 
It is a steady and progressive lower- 
ing of temperature over a great part 
of the earth. In 100 years of record 
in New York City, including sixty 
years of Weather Bureaus, there 
have been six years in which th 
winter temperatures have been bit- 
terly cold. The coldest of record, 
| 27.5 degrees, occurred in 1835-36, 

‘when the mean temperature was 
nearly five degrees below the normal 
winter temperature. It was also a 
record cold winter in Philadelphia, 
the mean being the same as that of 
New York City. ‘ 

The winter of 1885—and also the 

year—was also very cold, and a rea- 
son therefore was discovered. In 
1884, Krakatao, a volcano in Sunda 
Strait, belched several hundred mil- 
lion tons of dust into the upper air. 
The resulting haze was so dense that 
the sun shone red in midday hours 
and blood red when at the horizon. 
The dust-blanket was so dense that 
it intercepted a measurable degree of 
heat, causing a cold spell that con- 

b tinued for more than a year. There 
was no question about the character 
of the dust. Examined by scores of 
expert microscopists, it was. found to 
consist of lava blasted into fine dust 
by the volcanic explosion; shot 
.twenty miles into the upper air, it 
spread into a broad belt that girdled 
the earth. Dust below cloud height 
is quickly brought to earth by rain 
or by snow; above cloud height it 
falls by its own gravity and falls so 
slowly that the rate is hardly meas- 
urable. » 

2 The study of the dust blanket of 
Krakatao has made plain the cause 
of other severely cold years, both 
winter and summer. The “dry fog” 
in 1783, described by Benjamin 
Franklin; and that of the summerless 
year of 1816, which required a chap- 
ter of explanation in Thompson's 
“History of Vermont,” was a volcanic 
dust blanket. 

Will our coming. winter be cold? 

In accordance with popular tradition 
it should follow a summier that has 
been rather warm. It may be cold 
—and it. may not be. The five win- 
ters preceding that of 1933-34 were 
all warm, one being a fraction of a 
degree above normal temperature. 
Last winter wgs cold—nearly five de- 
grees below the average of twenty 
years. To anticipate a cold winter 
would not be unreasonable, but a 
positive forecast would not be rea- 
sonable, There has not been a vol- 
canic eruption of the kind that shoots 
dust clouds into the air, and there 
is nothing to show that the earth has 
been radiating more heat than it has 
received. When March 22, 10936, 
comes to us the weather sharps who 
base their forecasts on goose-foot 
callosities will shoot “I told you 
so.”

Use Scientific Instruments To Show 


cinematography, is the taking of film 
pictures of a man’s thoughts. The 
experiment was carried out at the 
Moscow Institute of the Brain.

Increasing The Use Of 
- Agricultural Products In 


The Automotive Industry 
Thought Pictures 


Ninety-three million honey bees 
are on the pay roll of one of the 
largest makers of American auto- 
mobiles — 93,000,000 buzzing, busy 
bees turning out beeswax, which is 
used for various purposes in the 
automotive industry. 

Besides, writes Malcolm McDowell 
in the Chicago Daily News, the same 
motor maker employs 800,000 sheep, 
87,000 goats, 10,000 cattle and 20,000 
hogs, which contribute raw materials 
available in his factories. 

When to all these industrialized 
creatures are added 112,000,000 feet 
of lumber, 2,400,000 pounds of lin- 
seed oil, 500,000 bushels of corn, 341,- 
000 pounds of castor oil, 2,500,000 
galions of molasses, 69,000,000 pounds 
of cotton, 1,800,000 pounds of soy- 
beans, 2,000,000 pounds of turpentine 
and 728,000 gallons of tung oil you 
get some idea of what American 
farms supply, in one year, for just 
one make of automobiles and that 
without considering the agricultural 
products of. like nature and other 
automobile manufacturers use an- 
nually. 

Increasing the use of agricultural 
products in the automotive industry 
is one of the major purpores on the 
program of the Farm Chemurgic 
Council. In forwarding this purpose 
a number of investigations by indus- 
tial chemists, under the general super- 
vision of the research section of the 
council, will be carried on to develop 
new sources of raw material to be 
contributed by farmers and which 
can be made available in the auto- 
motive industrv. 5 

It follows, say chemists, that if 
bee hives are supplying material 
usable by automobile makers, they 
can do the same for other indus- 
tries. Consequently, it is safe to 
venture the prediction that the busy 
bee will not escape the scientific 
curiosity of the research chemists, 
seeing that 93,000,000 bees are now 
working for one auto concern. 

Contact already has been made by 
the Farm Chemurgic Council with 
the American Honey Institute of 
Madison, Wis. The institute has 
contributed much interesting and in- 
formative data concerning bees and 
their products. The following is 
gleaned from the "material supplied 
by the American Honey Institute. 

Besides its general and longtime 
use as human food, honey, indus- 
trially, is utilzed in many products. 
It may be found in the centre of golf 
balls; it is a medium for curing 
tobacco pipes; it is an astringent in 
certain types of cosmetics; gems are 
boiled in honey to enhance their 
beauty; it is an.important ingredient 
in tooth pastes; it is used as a polish 
for kid shoes; it enters into a water- 
proofing for leather and is available 
fer many other industrial purposes. 
Beeswax has numerous uses in the 
arts and trades and it is made of 
honey by the bees. Eight to ten 
pounds of honey are consumed by the 
bees to produce a single pound of 
beeswax, 

The swect sought by bees in flow- 
ers is not honey; it is similar to 
sweetened water and is called nectar. 
Honey is the nectar of flowers; evap- 
orated and modified by the bees. 
Actual weighings have shown that it 
takes 20,000 bees to bring to the hive 
one pound of nectar, which will make 
about a quarter of a pound of honey. 

So it would require the full time 
of 80,000 bees to bring in enough 
nectar to make a pound of honey and 
80,000 more bees must turn them- 
selves into ventilators by buzzing 
their wings inside the hive to produce 
the air currents to evaporate the 
‘water from the nectar. Thus 160,000 
bees must work to store up a pound 
of honey in their hive. Small won- 
der, then, that the automobile maker 
has put 93,000,000 bees on his pay 
roll, 

Industrial chemists do not believe 
that honey and its main by-product, 
beeswax, ever will enter largely into 
the industries; they have regarded 
bee hives as the special responsibil- 
ities- of agricultural chemists. Never- 
theless, when they check up the 
thousands of surprising discoveries 
made in the research laboratories by 
chemists investigating the industrial 
possibilities of corn, artichokes, pota- 
toes, hemp, eggs, fruits, weeds, and 
other farm products they believe that 
honey, chemically known as @ mono- 
saccharide and which is much the 
same sugar that is found in most 
fruits offers a promising field for in- 
dustrial research. 

It contains, besides levulose, said 
to be the sweetest of sugars, and 
dextrose, mineral elements such as 
iron, lime, sodium, magnesia and 
phosphoric acid, 

It would not be surprising if the 
chemical investigator would discover 
in honey a medicine as yet of un- 
known properties, productive of won- 
derful effects. 

That the bees will be subjected to 
a most exhaustive investigation in 
the laboratory of a research chemist 
and all human seems to be certain. The fact find-
